Choctaw's 
should share in ou r estate, and th at 
any division of these 
funds 
am ong 
the O klahom a Indians is nothing m ole 
n o r less than a division of the mon­ 
ey belonging to the constituents of 
the M ississippi congressm en. To this 
of course, all the O klahom a C ongress­ 
men dem urred, and we expect to fight 
the m a te r out with the friends of the 
so-called M ississippi Choctaws at the 
next session of congress. 
Nobody knows the deplorable condi­ 
tion of our people b etter than I; no­ 
body knows the need of a paym ent 
m ore than I; and nobody has labor­ 
ed m ore unceasingly to ‘h at end than 
I; but I am afraid we will not be able 
to have any m ore per 
capita 
pay­ 
m ents until the M ississippi Choctaw 
m atter is finally and com pletely dis­ 
posed of.
